treaties  and  proclamations  that  have  ope. 
ration  and  respect  to  the  public  lauds  ; 
and  to  cause  twelve  hundred  copies  to  be 
printed,  one  of  which  fliall  be  transmitted

Providing  for  the  sale  of  certain  lands  in 
tie  Indiana  territory, and  for  other  pur- 
poses. 

HE  it  enacted  by  tie  Senate  and  House 
of  Rept  esentatives  of  tie  United  States  of 
.America  in  Congress  assembled,  1 hat  all 
that  tiact  of  land,  to  which  the  Indian  ti 
tie  was  extinguillied  by  the  treaty  made 
at  Fort  WayBe,  on  the  thirtieth  day  of 
Scp’r,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  nine,  lying  well,  and  adjoin- 
ing to  the  boundary  line  eflablifhcd  by  the 
treaty  of  Greenville,  fliall  be  attached  to, 
and  made  a part  of  the  dillrict  of  Cincin- 
natti  ; ami  the  relidue  of  the  lands  to  which 
the  Indian  title  Was  extinguifhed  by  the 
said  treaty,  and  other  treaties  made  at 
Vincennes  in  the  same  year,  fliall  be  at- 
tached to,  ar.d  made  a part  of  the  diflridt 
of  Vincennes — and  the  said  lands  with  the 
exception  of  section  number  fixteen, 
winch  fliall  be  reserved  in  each  townlhip 
for  the  use  of  schools  within  the  same,

That 
the  several  Superintend, ints  of  public  sales 
directed  by  this  act,  shall  receive  4 dollars 
day  for  each  day’s  attendance  on  the 
said  sales. 

Sec.  3.  Andbeit  further  enacted,  That, 
from  and  aftrr  the  1st  day  of  June  next, 
the  2d  principal  meridian,  established  by 
the  Surveyor  general,  in  the  Indiana  Ter- 
itory,  shall  be  the  boundary  between  the 
districts  of  Vincennes  and  Jeffersonville  ;

In  the  vast  i n c of  biographical  his- 
tory, from  the  earliest  period  down  to 
ilie  present  time,  there  never  perhaps 
h is  been  found  a combination  cf  events 
so  remarkable — an  assumption  of  char- 
acter so  various,  and  in  many  cases  di- 
rectly opposite,  as  in  tiie  life  of  this 
raos;  extraordinary  1 ets;  n < e After 
having  sustained  for  the  first  fifty  years, 
and  ui  the  most  distinguished  manner, 
the  character  of  a scholar,  a soldierand 
a statesman,  we  suddenly  and  unex- 
pectedly find  M.  D'Eon  assuming  the 
dress,  and  apparently  with  great  reluc- 
tance submitting  to  be  taken  for  a wo- 
man ; and  it  is  not  till  upwards  of  thir- 
ty years  afterwards,  that,  on  his  death 
bed  are  verified  beyond  the  possibility 
of  doubt,  his  claims  to  the  persona!  .5 
well  as  the  mental  distinctions  of  a man. 
As  some  account  cf  the  priori)  al  events 
which  have  marked  the  life  cl  this  mys- 
terious being  may  not  be  unacceptable 
to  the  public,  the  following  brief  sketch 
is  submitted,  and  its  authenticity  may 
be  relied  upon  :

party  fpirit  was  carried  to  even  greater 
lengths  of  violence,  and  that  there  was 
then  more  coarfenefs  of  manners)  more 


more  common  at  the  fouthward,  efpecial 
Ip  in  North  Carolina,  than  gouging,  or 
boring  out  one  anothers  eyes  with  their 
thumbs  ; infomtich  that  a large  part  of 
the  men  had  only  one  eye,  and  many  had 
none.  This  horrible  ruftoni  is  now  at  an 
end,  or  at  mod  the  thing  happens  but  fel- 
dom.  In  fonie  former  generations,  al 
mod  every  confidcrable  town  in  New- 
Fngland  had  its  bully , and  thefe  champi- 
ons ofthe  fist  frequently  went  from  town 
to  town  giving  challenges  to  fight.  .Pub- 
lic opinion  long  fince  has  fcouted  this 
fpecies  of  brutality.  Many  among  us  re- 
member the  time  when  fmutty  writings 
confiding  of  obli  ene  allufions.  were  gene- 
rally popular  , but  a more  correct  tafte 
has  fince  condemned  them,  together  with 
their  authors  to  infamy  There  might  al- 
fo  be  nv  ntioited  feveral  gro  sly  indelicate 
cedoms  and  pr  fbces  that  oi.ee  prevailed 
in  the  country,  but  which  have  been  hap- 
pily exploded. 

Every  age  has  produced  a large  crop  of 
vices  and  follies,  and  our  own  as  well  as 
the  red  ; but  I fee  no  re  fon  why  it  ought 
to  be  damped  with  peculiar  infamy.  In 
one  part  at  lead  we  evidently  have  the 
advantage.  J here  now  prevails  among 
all  cl.  lies,  (the  very  lowed  excepted)  a 
greater  delicacy  of  manners  and  fpeech 
than  formerly  ; and  this  delicacy,  whild 
it  is  iifelf one  ofthe  molt  miable  of  the 
focial  qualities,  is  alfo  a fence  to  real  vir- 
tue. 

By  no  means  have  I made  these  remarks 
to  flatter  the  prefent  age,  which  in  all  con  - 
fi  ience  mud  be  calletl  a loole  and  vicious 
age.  coufidering  its  peculiar  advantages 
and  privileges  ; but  my  object  is  to  cure 
that  unreafonable  qtierul  us  humour,  as 
regards  the  times  we  live  in,  which  many 
worthy  people  of  every  generation,  and 
elpecially  among  the  aged,  have  been  too 
apt  to  indulge.

The  only  article  in  them 
that  deserves  to  be  mentioned,  is  a com- 
mercial decree,  issued  by  king  Louis, 
which  however,  is  not  sufficiently  im- 
portant to  render  it  necessary  te  Insert 
the  article  in  detail.  Its  principal  ob- 
ject is  to  alter  the  line  of  demarcation, 
within  which  (with  some  exceptions) 
all  magazines,  depots  or  warehouses 
of  colonial  productions,  or  English  man- 
ufactures, were  by  a former  decree  pro- 
hibited, from  2000  rods  to  5000  rods 
from  the  sea  coast. 

We  have  received  French  papers  to 
the  1 !th,  and  Dutch  to  the  1 4th.  They 
contain  some  long  but  uninteresting  dt- 
tuils  of  the  arrival  of  Bonaparte  and  his 
Empress  at  Paris,  and  the  Programme 
of  the  lcte  to  be  given  by  the  city  of 
Paris  to  their  imperial  majesties.

1 he 
olive  fields  are  destroyed,  and  .lie  most 
luxuriant  part  of  this  beautiful  island 
exhibits  at  present  but  one  vide  waste- 
of  ruin,  devastation  and  death.

We  do  not  learn  whether  any  change  in 
otir  affairs  with  Great  Britain  had  taken 
place.  But  it  has  been  rumored  that  the 
Emperor  Napoleon  had  issued  a decree  for 
the  capture  and  condemnation'  of  all  the 
American  property  he  can  get  hold  of. 

THE  NEWS  FROM  ENGLAND. 

The  merchants  who  spend  more  than 
one  half  their  lime  gazing  for  news,  are  at 
length  gratified  with  that  brought  by  the 
brig  Tamaahmaah  from  Liverpool,  up  to 
the  25lh  of  June.  Its  ainbuntis  as  follows: 
Nothing  like  war  between  France  and  Rus- 
sia. The  system  of  exclusion  of  British 
manufactures  and  colonial  produce  from 
the  European  continent  progressing  every 
where.  An  enormous  glut  of  American 
produce  in  the  British  ports,  which  they 
take  at  their  own  prices.  The  commodi 
ties  of  grain,  flour  and  rice,  are  exceptions, 
which  have  become  scarce  in  consequence 
of  bad  crops,  and  the  exportation  of  grain 
from  the  European  continent  being  prohib- 
ited on  account  of  the  price  having  advan- 
ced above  the  standard  limited  for  permis- 
sion to  export.  The  Americans  supplying 
the  wants  of  G.  B.  on  her  own  terms,  with 
rticles  imperiously  necessary  to  her  exis- 
tence, whilst  she  in  return  refuses  ns  the 
liberty  of  trading  with  nations  with  whom 
we  are  at  peace.  Immense  exportations  of 
British  manufactures  wereexpected  totake 
place  in  the  course  of  a few  weeks  to  A- 
merica,  chiefly  of  cotton  goods,  on  which  a 
tluly  of  about  SO  per  cent,  on  the  first  cost 
of  the.!  aw  material,  lias  been  paid  by  the 
Americans  into  the  British  treasury,  and  it 
now  comes  back,  with  a variety  of  taxes,

Presuming  the  error  maybe  general  with

FLETCHER  vs.  PECK. 

In  the  Supreme  Court,  held  at  Wafliing- 
ton,  February  Term,  1810,  Hon.  john 
M arfhall,  Chief  justice,  delivered  the 
opinion  of  tha  Court,  from  which  th* 
following  is  an  extract  :
